This action is in response to the submission filed on 5/19/201 1. Claims 9-32 and 37-40 are 
presented for examination. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 9-32 and 37-40 are allowed. 
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4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: While Chao, Jiang 
and Bai teach a method for fracture prediction for use with a spot welded portion the prior art 
does not teach: 

(Claims 9, 10, 11, 12, 13, 14, 15, 16) "a first calculation arrangement configured to determine a 
fracture limit load (Fcts) as a fracture strength parameter of the spot welded portion in a cross 
tension using a formula (a) or a shear tension and a fracture limit load (Ftss) as a fracture 
strength parameter of the spot welded portion in a shear tension using a formula (b), based on a 
stress concentration factor a and at least one of the inputted tensile strength TS of the material, 
the plate thickness, the nugget diameter d of the spot welding, the plate width w of the joint, or 
the rotation angle 0 of the particular joint in the tension testing procedure, wherein the stress 
concentration factor a is at least one of (i) defined by a formula of (TS)/(mean tensile stress ao) 
or (ii) calculated using a stress concentration factor calculation formula, and wherein 

Fcts = 2 TS W t sin 0 la (a) 
Ftss = TS Wt/a(b)", 

in combination with the remaining elements and features of the claimed invention. It is for these 
reasons that the applicant's invention defines over the prior art of record.
